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ACQUITTAL VOTED 


FOR MRS. SLADEK. 


Woman Found Not Guilty of 
Poisoning Mother; Charge 
of Killing Her Father 
May Be Dropped. 


TRIAL JUDGE IS ABSENT. 


Chytraus Called In to Receive 
Verdict Reached Soon After 
Windes Goes Home for 
the Night. 


With hysterical scréams of joy Mary 
Mette-Sladek, the 22 year old mother, re- 
ceived the verdict of a jury in Judge Windes 
court last night which acquitted her of the 
murder of her mother, Mary Mette. An- 
other indictment, charging her with the mur- 
der of her father, Frank Mette, is pending, 
but it may not be pressed. 

The verdict was read at 10:48 p. m., with 
Judge Axel Chytraus presiding in the absence 
of Judge Windes, who had gone to his home 
in Winnetka early in the evening. 

The proceedings were delayed several mo- 
ments after the jury had entered, awaiting 
the arrival of the prisoner. Mrs. Sladek 
looked wan and tired. She took her seat be- 
hind Attorney Joseph R. Burres in a disin- 
terested manner and sank her face in her 
hands. 

Judge Chytraus’ words did not appear to 
move the defendant as he said: 

Gentlemen of the jury, Iam here in Judge 
Windes absence, with the consent of both 
sides of the case, to hear the verdict: Have 
you arrived at a verdict?’’ 

We have, your honor,“ replied several in 
unison and the foreman, James E. Pearson, 
arose and handed the verdict to the clerk. 


Hysterical on Hearing Verdict. 

We, the jury, do find the defendant, Mary 
Sladek, not guilty,’? the clerk read, in a loud 
voice. 

Suddenly realfzing the meaning of the 
words, Mary Sladek rose to her feet witha 
half stifled scream. 

O, I'm a free woman! O, Mr. Burres, Mr. 
Burres!"’ she cried, falling on the attorney’s 
shoulders, , 

Mr. Court! Mr. Burres, O, I’m so thank- 
ful! My baby, my baby is free!“ she went on, 
clinching her hands and raising them above 


der head, her words and sobs mingling into 


an unintelligible gurgle. 

Here, here, we can’t have this! Tell the 
woman to be seated or take her to the ante- 
room.“ said Judge Chytraus kindly.

One Indictment Still Pending. 

It was a deep disappointment g Mrs. Sla- 
dek to learn that she was still a prisoner. 
She started to leave the courtroom without 
the deputy sheriff, when Attorney Burres 
spoke to her. 

“You know vou can’t go free yet, Mary. 
There te an indictment against you—for your 
father’s death.“ 

What, can’t I leave the jall tomorrow?” 
she inqutred, astounded. 

“Well, perhaps so. But first I will have 
to have the other charge dismissed.”’ 

State’s Attorney Healy said the disposition 
of the other indictment had not yet been de- 
cided on. It generally is supposed the other 
case will not be pressed. 


Think Brothers Will Forgive. 

Asked what she expected to doin case sheis 
released tomorrow Mrs. Sladek said: 

“I think my brothers will accept this as 
vindicating me. I don’t know where I shail 
go. I have received many letters offering me 
and my child a home.“ 

Emil Sladek, her husband, who was an in- 
terested spectator throughout the trial, was 
not present when the verdict of the jury was 
read. Earlier in the day he said: 

In case my wife is acquitted I Intend to 
try to make some arrangement whereby she 
will return to live with me for the sake 
of our baby. I would have come forward to 
help my wife had I been permitted.“ 

The jury went out at 18 minutes of 5 o’clock, 
but the first ballot was not taken until 8:80 
o’clock, after the jury returned from dinner. 
It stood eleven for acquittal, one “ uncer- 
tain.“ Fifteen minutes later the second bal- 
lot stood twelve for acquittal. 

One juryman, who has been anxious lest 
the case would last through next week, was 
Arthur E. Roland, a clerk in the First Na- 
tional bank.

Dr. Wallerstein is enthusiastic over the 
movement, but while she and her assoeiates 
are anxious it shall accomplish much good 
she does not want to be called a reformer. 

“Say anything you please about the qjub, 
but please do not call me a reformer,’’ she 
said in speaking of the new organization. 

„Our club is an exclusive one and is limit- 
ed to twenty-four members,“ she added. 
No one else can get in until so member 
dies or gets tired of carrying out the prin- 
ciples of the club and quits.“ 


“Swear Off” to Teach Others. 

How, then, do you intend to carry out 
your ideas if you do not preach them?” she 
was asked. 

Why. by force of example, of course. We 
have all pledged ourselves not to wear dé- 
colleté gowns—that is, so décolleté that the 
neck will be cut lower than the collar bone. 
You know that is not low. Then we have 
pledged ourselves not to drink highballs or 
cocktails.

After Bullet Misses Mark. 


SUICIDE IDEA FASCINATES.

San Francisco, Cal, Nov. 15.—[{Special.]— 
Nora May French of Los Angeles, a gifted 
young woman, who had written good poetry 
and prose for the Saturday Evening Post 
and other magazines, killed herself with 
cyanide of potassium yesterday. 

Miss French was 26 years old and was the 
guest of George Sterling—who wrote that 
strange poem, The Wine of Wizardry ”’— 
and his wife at Carmel-by-the-Sea, Mon- 
terey county. 

Mrs. Sterling and Miss French retired in the 
same bedroom of the cottage Wednesday 
night. Soon after midnight Mrs. Sterling 
was awakened by the creaking of the door 
when Miss French had gone into the bath- 
room. Her hostess called to her. 

“TY want a drink of water,“ she answered 
calmly. 

Soeh the young woman returned to bed, 
moaning in agony, and lost consciousness. 
The doctors who were hastily called found 
her dead 


Tries Death by Bullet; Fails. 

The emotional girl—ehe was little else 
tried to shoot herself jn the head on Mon- 
day. The bullet clipped off a lock of her 
hair. 

Her uncle, a Presbyterian minister, had 
often spoken of his abhorrence af suicide. 
He told her if the thought of self-destruction. 
even entered her mind, to sit, pistol in hand, 
in a shadow’s path and to shoot when the edge 
of the shadow reached her. 

“By that time you will have repented,”’ 
said her uncle, and you will not shoot.”

20 BATH CHARGE ABSURD 


Aldermen Say ‘Ridiculous’ When 
They Hear of Assertion by 
Harriet Vittum. 


Residents of the Seventeenth ward, lying 
between Ashland avenue, the river, and 
Division and Kinzie streets, were much an- 
noyed yesterday by the invasion of an army 
of agents offering for sale practically every- 
thing invented to facilitate bathing. 

The cause of this sudden spurt of business 
enterprise was the published statement of 
Miss Harriet Vittum, head resident of the 
Northwestern Untversity settlement, that 
the ward, with its 66,000 population, could 
not produce “more than twenty bathtubs 
outside of those in the settlement houses.“ 

Among these energetic salespeople was a 
young plumber, who anticipated big business 
in bathtubs, but an hqpr's canvass convinced 
him there was nothing doing.“ Then there 
were fellows with soaps, scented and un- 
scented, and they met @cold reception, for 
the residents of the ward insisted they were 
as little in need of soap as those of any other 
section, despite the settlement worker’s ob- 
servations. 5 


Aldermen Busy Explaining. 
Many residents of the ward were subjected 
to a severe but good natured joshing as 
a result of the story, but the burden was laid 
heaviest on the shoulders of Ald. William E. 
Dever and Lewis D. Sitts, who represent the 
ward in council, * : 
The lady is mistaken,”’ said Ald. Dever. 
“TI can name over 100 bathtubs myself. 
There are nine in\the flat building where I 
live, 225 West Chicago avenue, and there 
were three in the building we formerly re- 
sided in.“ 
The statement is ridiculous; the lady had 
better make a tour of the ward and count 
over, said Ald. Sitts. ‘“‘I was waited upon 
by three constituents this afternoon, who 
accounted for fifteen bathtubs. I'll bet there 
are at least 3,000 in the ward.” f 


_ Says “Not Over Fifty.” 

“T don’t believe there are over Ofty, but 
I won't make any positive stateme e now 
except there are very, very, very few™and 
Ald. &itts will have to count them for me,“ 
was the retort of Miss Vittum when told 
her statement was discredited.

are tubs. You also must allow for the new 
buildings not yet on the books.”’

LONDON, Nov. 15.—The new Cunard 

steamer Mauretania will start from Liver- 
pool about 7 o’clock tomorrow evening on its 
first transatlantic passage. The event ts 
awaited with interest that at least is as keen 
as that which attended the Lusitania’s 
maiden departure. 
*» Recent trials of the Mauretania have estab- 
lished the conviction that the steamer will 
eclipse the Lusitania’s record, notwithstand- 
ing the official annountement that the Uner 
will not be pressed. 

There is intense feeling on this point among 
shipbuilding interests on the Tyne and the 
Clyde, the former hugging the anticipation 
of lowering the colors of the Scottish build- 
ers by outpacing their record breaker with a 
Tyne built boat. 


Passenger Record on Trip. 


About 2,000 passengers will go on the Mau- 
retania, which, although! all the berths will 


not be filled, will make a record number going 


westward in mid-November. The big amount 
of gold the boat will take for the United 
States banks adds further interest to the 
voyage. The amount is yet uncertain, be- 
cause arrangements are incomplete, but it 
is expected the vessel will carry about $13,- 
750,000. About $3,000,000 of this amount was 
bought from South African mining companies 
through London brokers at $18.72, which in- 
cludes brokerage, assay, and other costs. 
The metal was refined this week. It goes in 
the form of gold bars. 


Harvest for Insurers of Gold. 

There also will be $4,700,000 worth of bar 
gold brought from the Bank of England, 
$2,920,000 in American eagles. More will go 
to Liverpool on a special train tomorrow. The 
insurance brokers are looking to a rich har- 
vest from this specie, some, at least, of which 
is charged as high as that carried by the 
Lusitania, namely, 7 and 6 per cent.

It was not he who 
‘had been discharged by Christie for embes- 
zlement but his brother Wann — the 
name of Robert. 


Lawyer and Witness Clash. 

The witness’ fertility of explanation pro- 
voked the counsel to say: Tour evidence 
about your brother is as true as that you have 
given about the duke of Portland.“ 

This was toward the close of the proceed- 
ings, and for the first time throughout The 
long and arquous day Caldwell was unable to 
control himself. Prior to this his replies had 


been carefully framed and cautiously spoken, 


but he now shouted out hotly: 

All my evidence is true.” Avory simply 
emiled and declared the cross examination

Mr. Bryce pointed to the development of 
the race during the last forty years as being 
marvelous compared with the development 
of the Anglo-Saxon race,

the negro?” but * How can we get more of 
them?” Mr. Carnegie completed his triumph

Madine Letter Made Public. 

In the previous brief filed, citing the rea- 
sons why the court should order the case 
back to the Allegheny courts to be reopened 
to enable Hartje to submit additional evi- 
dence, it was declared that Madine had wri- 
ten to his mother in Ireland to mail him cer- 
tain letters left in his old clothes. A copy of 
Madine's letter to his mother was attached to 
the brief filed today.

I hope my father is well 
tell him wee must have a good old time when I 
go back good bye tell Mary and Hugh I s my 
love too dont forget the letters or you geet 
for I waiting for the stuff I left at home.

Affidavits Made in Ireland. 

In addition to these letters, Hartje attaches 
to the brief affidavits of Mrs. Madine, Min- 
nie Mädine, a sister of Tom,“ and Isabella 
Savage, a nurse and friend of the Madine 
family. In the affidavits, acknowledged by 
William Kilmartin, a notary public at the 
port of Belfast, Ireland, before Edward Har- 
vey, deputy United States consul, Belfast, it 
is set forth that Madine wrote to his mother 
to send to America the letters she had taken 
out of his clothes. 

Mre. Madine’s affidavit says that during 
Tom's trip to Ireland in 1905 she had 
taken the letters from Madine's pockets and 
placed them in the bottomofaclock. She re- 
quested her daughter Minnie to read them 
to her. The daughter asserted that they 
were from Tom's employer in America 
and refused to tell her the contents. Mrs. 
Madine later called in the Savage woman 
to help her out. 

The affidavit by Miss Savage was to the 
effect that the photographic copies of the 
letters alleged to have been written by Mrs. 
Hartje and submitted when the application 
was made for a rehearing of the case, were 
those of the originals, which Miss Savage 
had seen, and which Madine’s mother had 
mailed to him at his rooming house here. 


Bears on Spelling of No. 

The affidavits submitted today were se- 
cured by coungel in Ireland since Hartje filed 
his first supplemental paper. Hartje, in the 
latest brief, calls attention to the manner in 
which Mrs. Hartje spells No.“ He asserts 
that in the letters he introduced at the trial, 
which Mrs. Hartje asserted were forgeries, 
she spelled no frequently Know.” 

Hartje says the evidence produced at the 
trial before Judge Robert S. Frazer that Susie 
Wagner, a servant, testified that Tom’’ had 
deem Ill with stomach trouble, refers the court 
to the page on which the testimony appears, 
and asserts that the letter of Mrs. Hartje to 
Mrs. Madine bears out the girl’s testimony.

HEWLETT's “THE as ow 
LADY” A NOVEL OF THE 
REGENCY OF GEORGE IV. 


Glittering in the Rich Fabric of 
the Story Is the Romance of Her- 
mia Mary Chambre, Who ee 
a Butcher Boy. - 


HE reader of many books comes to esti- 
mate a book after its kind. 

This book, for example, is homespun 
strong, plain, servicable, good for 
work-a-day use. Another is chiffon— 

exquisite, diaphanous, transitory;-that one 
is shoddy, fashioned to suit the folk who buy 
shoddy—fitted well for its market, and to 
that exten} worthy of praise. And here is 
fine satin or rich silk, lustrous velvet or bro- 
eade. Dach may be praised if each be judgeo 
according to its kind. 

And here, thig morning, is brocade of vei- 
vet of rich old hues—deep crimsons and the 
tawny shades, purples with bloom upon them, 
and dusty blues, like the hangings in olu 
castles. The book is THE . STOOPING 
LADY,” the author Maurice Hewlett. (Pub- 
lishers, Dodd, Mead & Co.) 

The time was when Mr. Hewlett’s excellent 
abilities seemed likely to be placed at the 
service of mere eroticism, but he has escaped 
this mesh as Tannh&user—if so much exag- 
geration may be allowed—escaped from Ve- 
nusburg. Something of the man who wrote 
Henry Esmond,” something of him who 
wrote Diana of the Crossways,’ not a little 
of him who penned The Jessamy Bride,” 
appears in this fine novel. Itisastory of the 


regency of England and of the politicians,. 


wits, critics, gentlemen, and commoners who 
composed the time—a rich fabric, of strong 


‘warp and splendid woof, and glittering in 


it, red gold among the duller thread, is Her- 
mia Mary Chambre, “ the stooping lady,” 
who stooped to love a butcher's boy because 
he chanced to be a man. 

You remember how Bernard Shaw—not 
quite in good faith—wrote “* Byron Cashel’s 
Profession,”’ a story of the loves of a lady 
and a prize fighter? It was fascinating, 
grotesque, really romantic, and subtly and 
irritatingly satiric, after the manner of Shaw. 
But Hewlett is in good earnest, and, though 
in the end, after his poor hero has been mar- 
tyred and hig lady, who stooped from high 
places, has become a sort of vestal, he dims 
her splendor with a sort of apology. Yet 
for all that the story.is exhilarating. Cau- 
tiously, he has kept his hero in the back- 
ground, showing him only at heroic or ele- 
vated momenta, when youth and genius made 
him wonderful, and he allowed a London mob 
to carry him off at the moment when he 
stood pilloried, the martyr of the people's 
cause, while she stood by, openly his poten- 
tial wife. Always the limelight of circum- 
stance played upon him—a violet light—and 
neither the heroine nor the reader ever sur- 
prises him in less Hlumined moments. After 
he had long deen dead and she resigned to 
her vestal state, two men of quality summed 
up the drama. One was an old time friend 
and suitor, Lord Ranald, the other a poet, 
Cliffe Jenyns, who knew women, and beauty, 
and vicarious patriotism asonly the author of 
“ Childe Harold,“ it is to be presumed, could 
know it.

Satisfying at is this clear statement of 
Mr. Hewlett’s meaning, I have quoted, I am 
sure, the least artistic and most superfluous 
page in the book. ‘The story carries itself, or, 
as it would seem to the reader, the story fair- 
ly drives the author. We Americans have, 
too often, the effect, even in the midst of our 
best fiction, of breathless invention. The 
story seems to hang upon nothing more than 
the thin thread of our weary imaginings. 
But Hewlett hes come to be of that great 
company of men who choose a chapter from 
the exhaustless book of human life, and in- 
terpret it. He has the effect as he writes, of 
having the storied past back of him, or being 
waited upon by history—not the heavy and 
inadequate history of the printed books, but 
the richer history of men’s actual Hves, in 
which their thoughts as well as their actions, 
their private deeds as well as their public 
ones, have place. These things are, indeed, 
the treasure—the hidden treasure—which the 
past offers the present, and which men like 
Thackeray and Meredith, Frankfort Moore 
and Hewlett know how to exhume.
